|The Inst case was.on February oth, ‘and 
there ‘had been no case since, although 
a great many dogs ‘had been, taken to 
Kerinedy Town for. observation. . As soon 
as the first two cases had been discover- 
ed, the Veterinary Surgeon put notices 
in the papers intimating that he was 
restricting his permission for dogs to be 
taken across the harbour, as he thought 
that would be one way of isolating cases, 
Consequently he had» given very few 
permits since them. The police had also 
enforced the order. Notices had also 
been inserted in the’ newspapers: with 
regard to, inoculating dogs. .The whole 
‘question was reported ‘to. the Govern- 
ment withthe merits of the various ways’ 
of stopping an epidemic, These were
